It was not long fince 
there were.twenty-eight fhips of war before the French 
Weft India iflands, yet it was found impoflible to pre- 
vent that communication which had fuch injurious ef- 
feéts on the interefts of this country. How much lefs 
able thea woultl Great Britain be to prevent a commu- 
nication between the coaft of Africa and the Weit 1n- 
dia iflands. And if the communication could be pre- 
vented, the confgquence would be, that others would 
take up the trade; the coaft of Africa would be in a 
worfe condition than before. Every check by which 
the comfort of the flaves was fecured, and by which 
their ill treatment was corrected, in the aéts of the Bri- 
tifh Legiflature, would be taken away; there would be 
no fecurity then for the prote€tion of the negroes on 
their paflage. 
And indeed he muf confefs, that though our Parlia- 
ment had_pafled acts for that purpofe, they did not go 
far enough, which any Gentleman might judge of by 
looking at the papers on the t@ble, and feeing the fpace 
allowed to’ each flave. So far then as this country 
could alleviate the miferies of the flave trade by legi- 


pletely loft, by throwing the trade into the hands of fo- 
reigners. With regard to the trade having been ftated 
as a matter of great profit, or as to the fuggeftions 
thrown out that large capitals would be driven away 
from. one place to another; thefe were opinions to 
‘which he never would fubfcribe ; his idea was, that as 
long as the trade continued at all ieagigghe to continue 
uoder the regulations af this country.
